Bills In the Senate. 
OTTAWA, Merch 5.—In the Senate 
yesterday Sir George Ross opposed 
Government bills from the Commons 
respecting the. G.T.P, Railway and 
the National Transcontinental Ruil- 
way, not, he said, because he was 
hostile to the companies. The bill pro-

The Canadian Farm, an_ excellent 
authority on the subject, remarks: — Before the 
Agricultural Committee of the House of Com- 
mons, Dairy Commissioner Ruddick gave 
some figures regarding the cost of sending’ 
Ontario apples to the West. He stated that the 
cost of getting a barrel of apples to the sonsum- 
erin Winnipeg worked out about as follows: 
One dollar for the apples off the tree; forty-five 
cents for the barre, and seventeen cents per 
barrel for picking and packing; nineteen cents, 
buyer’s commission; eighty cents for freight; 
twelve cents for the broker (vasis of five per 
cent); fifty cents to the retailer, bringing the 
total cost to the consumer up to $3.25 a barrel. 
According to these figures the consumer in 
Winnipeg would secure his apples as cheaply 
as the consumer in Toronto.. We presume the 
commissioner has figured on. first-class fruit. 


_ We know from experience that the consumer 


in Toronto has not been able to buy first-class 
appies retail for less than $3.50 to $4.00 per bar- 
rel this winter. Ji the Winnipeg consumer can 
get his supply at $3.25, then someoneis getting 
more than he is entitled to from the Toronto 
consumer.

MORE TEACHERS NOW. 


increase In Salaries 1s Benefictat 
Says Provincial Report. 

TORONTO, March 11.—The report 
of Hon, Dr. Pyne, Minister of Educa- 
tion, for the year 1912, was tabled in 
the local House yesterday. It records 
an increase in salary schedules as 
well as an increasing supply of teach- 


ers for all classes of educational instl-|- 


tutions. . 

During the year.1912 there was ex- 
pended $9,006,394 on the public schools 
of Ontario; $807,890 on separate 
schools, and $1,948,068 on high schools, 
with $259,080 expended on continua- 
tion classes, making @ total expendi- 
ture for education by the province 
Jast year of $11,044,423, 

The total population of the province 
in 1911 was 2,523,358. The pupile in 
elementefy and~ secondary schools 
numbered 602,255, an increase of 
7,910. The total average cost was 
$20.61, or an increase of $4.70 per 


pupil. a 
ne noteworthy fact is that in the 
tural schools the attendance is still 
on the decrease, while that in the 
urban schools is on the increase. 
“It is gratifying to be able to report 
that the position of the elementary 
school teacher shows distinct im- 
provement, both in respect to the 
grade of certificate held and the sal- 
ary paid.

Claude -Grahame-White, the well- 
known flying man snd manufacturer 
of aeroplanes, has written a long arti 
ele which is published in severe Lon- 
don and provincial papers, inh which 
he declares that the British Govern- 
ment must spend ‘st least- $5,000,000 
this year if it wishes to keep pace 
with France and Germany. The 
money, he says, is not only needed for 
aircraft itself, but for the training*o} 
pilots, observers, and mechanics. 

Mr. Grahame-White appends three. 
tables showing ‘the relative strength 
of the air fleets of England, France, 
and Germany. The English table he 
admits represents the English fleet 
at its very best. It is as follows:

Until that 
point was reached freighting was a 
necessity that made hay at the canyon 
worth $200 a ton,. potatoes ten cents 
& pound, and a sack of flour $3. The 
connection of east and west in the 
northern Rockies was worth celebrat- 
ing.

The wives 
and families of the sub-contractors 
added that touch of home and ten- 
derness that made the gathering more 
than an event Of wild life. and took 
some of the sombre dissociability 
stom the surrounding mountains, 


Asbestos Mines. 

Asbestos mines are but rock quar- 
ries with veins of crude asbestos to a 
lumited extent. A large percentage 
of the rock is permeated with the min. 
eral. The crude asbestos is sold in 
sts native state, afler being cobbed, 
and the rock is put through crushers, 
mill machinery and screens, and is 
separated on the screens into different 
grades. When it is considered thet 
only appreximately five cent. of 
the tetdi rock mined yielus salable 
asdestos, the wonder is that the in- 
dustry pays, especially at the prevail- 
ing low prices. However, as the great 
watwe of the uses of asbestos become 
more generally known and appreciat- 
ed, the industry should be a very im- 
Portant one for Canada, which pos- 
Seases extensive areas rich in the 
mineral, 

The chief markets for Canadian as- 
bestos are United States, England, 
Germany, France.and Austris. The 
chief producers of asbUstoa are Canada 
and Kuasis, 


Newa In Boot-Sole. 

David Wilson, a. former Toronto 
reaident, is dead St Collingwood, in 
his eighty-seventh ‘year.

Baffin’s Land, that bleak, rugged 
wilderness in the Arctic seas, and the 
Eskimos which inhabit it, was the 
subject of an illustrated addresa by 
Rev. A. M. Tleming, a missionary for 
vome time there. Mr. Fleming speaks 
simply as- a missionary, not as an 
explorer, he said. 

hat it was an inhospitable country 
with nothing to attract the white man 
or sustain him if he should venture 
into it, no one could doubt after Mr. 
Fleming had finjshed s recent lecture. 
it was simply a stretch of land; a 
wilderness fit for the Eskimo only, a 
trace peculiarly adapted to living there.

Largest Crater on the Earth. 
The voleano Aso-san, in souther® 
Japan, on the island of Kiushu, pos- 
scases the largest crater known on 
the earth. .It is about fourteen miles | 
across in one direction: by ten or | 
eleven in the, other and is surrounded | 
by walls of an average height of 200 


feet. Although the volcano is still 


active. ita eruptions consist only of | ki 


ashes and dust. Indeed, a range of 
volcanic mountains, evidently of sub- 
sequent formation, extends j 
across the old crater. In these par- 
ticutars Aso-san resembles some of 
the cratere of the moon, where a long 
history of successive and gradually 
enfechled outbreaks of voleanic force 
us graphically representad. - > 


By tar the largest partol the world’s 
turquoise comes from the mines near 
the Persian city of Nishapur, where 
Omar "hayyam was born and lies 
buried. The mines are situsted in a 
sange of mountains rising to the 
neight of 6,655 feet. The highest point 
at which turquoises have been found 
is 5,800 feet above sea level and the 
lowest 4,800 feet. The geolozic forma- 
tion’ of the Nishapur wourtstains is 
porphyries, greenstone, limestone and 
sandstone, ‘the turquoise ‘being found 
in veins in the rock. The methode 
of the Persians who operate the mines 
is quite antiquated, for only ladders 
and -pulleys are used in rough 
shafts. '

te the blunder of a servant girl em. 
ployed on 4 farm near, Burslem. She 
tas enga_ec one day fp heating a so 
lution of common salt to be used for 
‘ie curing of . ork, and during her 
temperary absence the liquid boiled 
wos. The result was that the strong 
brine acting on the almost red-hot sur- 
‘ace of the unglazed cooking vessel 
produced a coating of enamel which 
did not peel off when cold, and which 
experiment proved to be impervious 
te water. ‘Eh disvovery brought nei- 
ther profit nor honor to the poor girl 
-only a severe‘scolding. But it cre- 
ated what was ‘practically a new in- 
dlustey, provided permanent employ- 
ment tp tens of thousands of artisans, 
and put millions into th pockets of 
the master-potters. 

Even from the Himsiest notion some 
great thing way arise. Graham Bell 
was led to invefition of his telephone 
from watching the vibrations of a reed 
on av instrument he b 1 made for 
th; inter-communication of the deaf;

‘COUNSEL ASKS FOR TIME 


Representativs of Manufacturers Says 
the Individual Liability Placed on 
Small Concerns !s Too High—The 

Maximum. Compensation . For 
Death ts About $4,000 — Fea- 
“tures of the Proposed Act. 


TORONTO, March 18.—Sir William 
Meredith will hold one wore sitting on 
the discussion of the new Workmen’s 
Compensation Act before ® the drait 
bill will be submitted to the Legisla- 


ture. This.\plan was ‘decided upon 
Geter & when Mr. Wegenast, on be- 

alf of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association, took objection to the draft 
bill after it had been read before the 
commissioner and made public for 
the first time. 

‘The new Dill is not as long as many 
ae aa The hearing began at 11 
o'clock, and by 1 o'clock all the terms 
of the bill had been read and explsin- 
ed. A possible reason for the concis 
form of the bill is the stipulation 
contained in it for the appointment of 
a workmen’s compensation board of 
commissioners. This is really the bi: 
feature of the bill. The board wil 
have three members, and, subject to 
the Provincial Government, will have 
Jull charge for the administration of 
the act. It will have power to conduct 
investigations, and from its decisions 
there will be no appeal to any pro- 
vincial court. 

"The new. bill, to use, Sir William's 
own words,’ is an experiment, “It is 
modeled’ after the British Act, but in 
numerous instances there are'wide de- 
partures from the model.. The idea 
that seems to -have been uppermost in 
Sir William’s mind was the neceasity 
for providing ‘the workmen with the 
assurance that, no matter with whom 
he works or how he is killed, compen- 
sation will be paid his dependents, 
The amount of compensation is still « 
blank, but Sir William is hovering be- 
tween a weekly “annuity,’’ as it were, 
of from'S0 to'55 per cent. of the wage 
the workman was receiving at the 
time of death. 

According to the terms of the act 
there will two forms of compensa- 
tion, In one form all manufacturers 
and employers will be in a class, ‘and 
there will be.a general Hability fund 
to which they will all contribute. 
Compensation claims will be paid out 
of this fund to the dependents of the 
workmen killed or disabled. The 
do. will have charge of the admin- 
istration of the fund, and of the pey- 
‘ment of all claims and the assess- 
ments to be, «de upon the emyfoyers. 
All employers will not pay the some 
assessments. / ponderous schedule. 
with a ciassification of all industries. 
and a sub-classification of the em- 
prree in each industry, will be used 

y the board for the fixing of the’ 
rates. 

In the other.class of compensation 
death claims will be paid Ly the in- 
dividual employers, but the amount 
shall be the same, 80 or 55 per cent. 
of the wage of the injured or dead, 
The board will have power to compel 
these employers to put up a guarantee 
for the payment of a reasonable 
amount of death compensation, or to 
insure against bankruptcy with a lia. 
bility insurance concern. These em- 
ployers will be left out of the sche. 
dule. but, nevertheless, the board will 
havé power to order them to pay com- 
pensation without court procedure, 
and to on the compensation in 
case of refi 

Sir William recommended that rail- 
way companies, telephone companies, 
and employers of lumbermer, farm 
laborera, domestics and clerks for re- 
tail stores be left out of the schedule, 
and that they be given the privilege 
of peving compensation individually. 

T provides for the peying of 
compensation when a workman dies 
from'a number of industrial diseases. 
The bill names five diseases, and gives 
the board power to add others to the 
list. The five mentioned in the act 
are lead poisoning, mercury poisoning, 
phosphorus poisoning, arsenic poison- 
ing, and anthra—a diseas: 
in tanneries. These are treated in the 
same class as accidents. 


The big.departure from the English . 


act is that under the Ontario act com- 
pensation will. be paid in all cases 

“except those attributable solely to 
wilf misconduct” of the workman.” 

If a’man is struck by lightning 
while: painting a house compensation 
is. paid, and if a bank messenger is 
murdered by robbers it comes under 
the definition of accident, and com- 
pensation {is pafd, although this is the 
wilful act of someone else.

INVESTIGATION IS_ REFUSED 


House by a Vote of 87 to 52 Defeats 
«Motion to Hold a Parliamentary In- - 
quiry Into Charges Against Hon. 
Louls Goderre — Government's 
Reply to Statements |. Series 
of Retractions by Accusers. 


OTTAWA. March 16.—A direct and 
serious charge of personation with the 
knowledge and connivance of the Sec- 
retary of State, involving also the 
names of Hon. Mes... Rogers and 
Nantel, was made in Parliament yes- 
terdey by Mr. L. J. Gauthier of &t. 
Hyacinthe. His charges were support- 
ed by three affidavits from supporters 
‘on, Mr. Coderre in the recent 
Hochelaga bye-election. He presented 
his case briefly at the opening of the 
House, and moved that che charges 
be referred to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections. Mr. lerre 
promptly denied the charges and with- 
drew from the House. His defence 
rested with the Minister of Justice, 
who presented counter affidavits from 
the same men, declaring that their 
original affidavits were false. These 
last affidavits had been secured with- 
in the last few days subsequent to 
Mr. Gauthier’s attempt to make the 
charges in the House last Monday. 
Hon. Mr. Doherty contended that the 
proper.tribural to try. the charges was 
the Election Court, and he observed 
two days yet. remained within which 
an election protest could be filed. 

This contention was backed up by 
Premier Borden and Hon. Mr. Pelle- 
tier. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. Car- 
vell and other Liberal speakers main- 

ined that since the charges involved 
he honor of a metnber of the House, 
and bribery through the awarding of 
Government positions, the House it- 
self, through its committee, had the 
right and duty to investigate. The 
discussion lasted till an early hour 


_|this morning, and the motion for a 


Parliamentary investigation was de- 
feated by 87 to 52.

On: was by Emil E. Bourassa, corro- 
borated by an unsworn statement 
from Helis lorner; another from 
ElieTalumiere, and a third from 
Tancrid Marcile, the Nationalist can- 
didate in Bagot at the last Dominion 
election. Mr. Mascile’s affidavit deal- 
principally with the visit of himself

On this visit the affidavit says the 
three interviewed Mr. lerre, with 
the result that the latter wrote a letter 
to Bourassa and to Lalumiere, and 
the three visitors say a day or two 
later they received $100 each frou: 
Mr. Major. o was Mr. Coderre’s 
or_anizer in Hochelags. It is alav 
stated that Marcile interviewed Hon. 
Mr. Nantel on this visit. 

The charges set forth in the Bou- 
rasse affidavit, are to the effect that 
Bourassa was solicited by Oscar Co- 
derre, Hon. Louis Coderre and Zephite 
Normandin to organize a gang of per- 
sonators for use in the Hochelaga bye- 
election. That he, Bourassa, impress- 
ed Horner, Lajumiere and others in- 
to his service. That they dealt with 
the brother of the Secretary of State, 
and with the son of Mr. Nantel, the 
Minister of Inland Revenue, who ae 
sured them that he was in close touch 
with his father and Hon. Robert Rog- 
era, That Mr. Rogers made a special 
trip to Montreal to fiuance the bye- 
election generally, and thet Bourassa 
and his associates were told that the 
Borden Government had determined to 
carry the election at any costs. 

Bourassa, in the affidavit presented 
by Mr, Gauthier, deposes that the per- 
sonation was duly carried out accord- 
ing to directions received from Mr. 
Coderre’s managers, the personators 
were promised money and Govern- 
eral offices. ke Beatles bed 
reward, they consul an ar-

Mr. Gauthier aleo presented two let 
tera from the-+Minister to Bourassa 
and Lajumiere, in which he told the 
former that the post he sought had 
been filled..

When Mr. Gauthier resumed his 
seat, Hon. Mr. Coderre immediately 
rose, and after interposing a sweepihg 
and emphatic denial of the charges 

im, withdrew from the chair. 
Doherty, Minister of Justice, 
ied. on behalf of the Government. 
He seid that the Secretary of State 
should not be subjected to the humi- 
liation of a tris! unless there was 
gome evidence prima facie. The case 
‘presented by Mr./ Gauthier depended 
‘gpon a blackmailer named Tancrid 
arcile and the testimony of Bot- 
ea, Horner and Lalumiere. 
He then read to the House an affi- 
davit by Bourassa, entirely taking 
back bis first atidavit. He had been 
induced, he said, to sign the first affi- 
davit without reading the same by Mr. 
Marcile, who told him that they cauld 
blackmail the Borden Government 
‘out of $25,000, or if the Government 
did not come across they would get 
‘this. money from Laurier. Adding. 
“This is not t.e first time I have.ex- 
torted money from people. 1 got some 
from - Lemiéux.-, He was dead easy.” 

At..this. point Mr. Lemieux. inter- 
rupted the reading of the affidavit to 
say that he had never been black- 
mailed in hie life. f 

Judge Doherty then read the affi- 
davit of Horner repudiating his for- 
mer statements and - sweeping affida- 
vits of denial from all the pe wv) 
named in the first Bourassa a davit, 

“I have not an affidayit frou.,Lalu- 
miere because he has. fied the coun- 
try,” declared the Minister of Justice.

IMMODEST COSTUMES. 


Ohio Man Has Bill To Abolish Trans- 
parency In Garments. 


COLUMBUS, 0O.. March 18,—De- 
claring that the immodeaty of the at- 
tire worn by women on the streets and 
in public places is the cause of “a 
great wave of immorality now sweep- 
ing over the country.” Representative 
Louis H. Cappelle of Cincinnati, last 
evening introduced a bill in the lower 
House of the Legislature providing for 
the appointment by the governor of.a 
committee of three members to pre 
scribe the fashions to be worn by wo- 
men in the State of Ohio.” 

Under the provision of the bill the 
commission would be compelled to fix 
limits on decollete dresses, so that 
“not more than two inches of the neck 
helow the chin shall be uncovered.” 
Another clause of the measure pro 
vides “that transparent stockings 
ahall net be displayed or worn 
pubtic places.” 

\nother provision of the bill states 
“that it shall be unlawful to display 
or wear any outer garment trimoie:! 
or combined with Ince insertion or any 
kind of embroidery mesh or net 
through which the color of texture of 
the skin may be distinguished with. 
out having the lace or other trans- 
parent material backed with opaque 
material.”” 


DIVORCE TOO COSTLY. 


A Thousand Ootlars Too Much For 
Poor People Says Dean. 


MONTREAL, March 18.—That $1,000 
is the minimum cost at which a di- 
vorce may be obtained in Canada and 
that this prohibitive price renders the 
institution a luxury, as far as the 
poorer classes are concerned, was the 
statement of Dean Walton in an ad 
dress before the Moutreal Women » 
Club yesterday afternoon. 

This state of affairs was to be re 
gretted, as it simply meant discrim- 
ination against the poor who, as a 
class, needed the remedy of divorce 
more than the rich—a fact not nece=- 
sarily due to the superior morality 
of the latter class, but because in 
their case when a stormincloud appear 
ed upon the matrimonial horizon, om 
of the agzrieved parties need simply 
seek solace in travel or some similar 
diversion, With the poor it was dif- 
ferent; they had no remedy but t 
tolerate one another or to separate. 
These separations seemed to the 
speaker to be doing greater harm than 
divarce. ———_

* at Age of 80, 


WIFE DIED FIVE DAYS AGO 


Veteran Liberal Legislator Was Born 
in County Monaghan tn 1836 and 
Had Spent All But Ten Years of 
His Life in Canada—Was Ap 
pointed to Senate 12 Years Ago 
_ After 16 Years In the House. 


MOUNT FOREST, March 18.—Sens- 
tor James McMullen died at 12.40 this 
morning at his home “‘Maitland Hall” 
here, aE dace eetihak eae ‘Tt. was 
only five 8 ago" e was taken 
a erysipelas, but from the first 
no hope was held out for his recovery. 
Mrs.’ McMullen. died only last Wed- 
nesday and was on \ Friday. 
Senator McMullen only returned from 
Ottawa ten days ago and intended to 
return when the sessions’ were to be 
resumed after Easter, 

The late Senator was the second 
son of Archibald ‘McMullen, a native 
of Monaghan, Ireland, who came to 
Canada’ in 1846. He was born in 
Monaghan on Nov. 99, 1836, and edu- 
cated in the public schools. He was 
married jn Beptember, 1856, to Mary 
Ann, the yon daughter of Robert 
Dunbar of Guelph, Ont. 

For some years he was eng! in 
mercantile life, and occupi the 
position of reeve of Mount Forest. He 
sat for North Wellington in the House 
of Commons in the Liberal interests 
from 1883 to 1900. He opposed the 
erection of a national monument to 
Sir John Macdonald in 189%, and sup- 
ported Nicholas Flood David for the 
extension of the Dominion franchise 
to women in 189%. He was called to 
the Senate Feb. 13, 1903, by Lord 
Minto. He was chairman of the stand- 
ing committee en Publio Accounts 
from 1896 to 1900. In 1908 he joined 
Hon. J. I. Tarte for io 
tection. Im 1907 he introd a 
measure looking to Senate reform, and 
in. 1910 won for the protection of life 
level crossin He ‘was t 
the Taft-Fielding  reci ity com 
pact in\1911, and was a vice-president | 
of the Dominion Life Assurance Co.

Shot Through the Heart and Dies 
Half an Hour Later—Brother of 
Queen Mother Alexandra—He 
Ascended the Throne th 1863; 


SALONIKA,.. March ‘19. — King 
George. of Greece was “assatsinated 
while walking in the streets 6! Baloni- 
ka yesterday afternoon. ‘The: assassin 
gave his name as Aleko Schilias. > He 
was a Greck of low mental type, who 
shot the King through tus heart.- 

The King was accompanicd only by 
an alde-de-camp, Lieut.-Col. Francou- 
dis. The assassin came suddenly ut 
him and fired one shot from @ seven, 
chamber revolver. The Hragedy caus 
ed intense excitemént. ’Schinas was 
seized immedistely and overpowered, 

The wounded King ‘was ‘.{ted into a 
carriage and taken to Rapenen Hospi- 
tal. He was still breathing, but died 
within balf.an hour. 

Prince Nicholas, the King’s third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital. Arriving firat, Prince Nicho- 
las summoned the officers, and, speak- 
ing in a voice choked with sobs, said: 
“It is my deep grief to have to an- 
nounce to you the death of our belov- 
ed King, and invite you to swear fidel- 
ity to your new Sovereign, King, Con- 
stantine,” 

Crown Prince Constantine, who 
succeeds Kinz George, is at present 
at Janina. He is expected to come 
here with all possible speed. * 

The assassin of the King is an evil- 
looki fellow, about forty years of 
age. On being arrested refused 
to explain his motive for the crime. 
He declared that his name waa Aleko 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no 
ead for his country, announced tha! 

¢ was against Governments. : 

Schinas maintained a perfectly im- 
passive demeanor, which was suy- 
pare of his being irresponsible for 

actions. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the King received attentian, bu 

found to be dead on arrival at 
the hospital. 

Precautions were at once taken 
throughout the city, and perfec: 
order is being maintained. 

King George was in his 68th year. 
He was a@ brother of Queen Mother 
Alexandra of England, and a son of 
the late King of Denmark. He waa 
chosen King of the Hellenes in 1863, 
in succession to: King Otho 1. 

When the first Armenian massacres 
were startling the world in 1898 an at- 
tempt was made to kill the king whiie 
driving in front of the royal palace. 
The attempt was a complete failure. 

King George was married in October, 
1867, to Princess Olga, eldest daugh. 
ter of the Grand Duke Constantine of 
Russia, a brother of the late Emperor 


| Alexander U1. 


Crown Prince Constantine, who has 
been in active command of the Greek 
troops throughout the hostilities in 
tL3 eastern part of Turkey in Europe, 
and who was at the head of the arm 
which recently captured the Turkish 
fortress of Janina, with ite garrison 
of 32,000 men, will be the successor 
of his father. He is married to Prin- 
cess Sophis, a sister of the German 
Emperor William III.

Regretting the Government’s Neglect 
of the Fishing Industry Is Subject 
of Long Debate—\ehy Was Mr. 
Kelly Evans’ Report Never 
Acted Upon, Ask Liberals. 


TORONTO, March 19.—Yesterday’s 
session of the Legislature hud to,do 
with’ a Lenten subject, when W. E. 
Sinclair raised the question of fish. 
He introduced ‘a resolution criticising 
the’ present state ofthe fishing indus- 
try cud the debate ‘on™ the subject 
lasted all afternoon and for an hour 
in the ‘evening. 

W.E.|N. Sinclair, Liberal member 
for South Ontario. started the discas- 
sion by introducing an amendment to 
the motion to go into supply. 

The amendnient read uo follows: 
“In view of the rapid growth of the 
industrial population of the’ province. 
and the great value of fish as a cheayi 
apd wholesome food product. thia 
House views with alara and regret 
the rapid depletion of the provincial 
fisheries owing to their exploitation 
by the Chicago fish trust or combine 
and-the Jax enforcement of the fish- 
eries regulations as revealed in the 
report of the Fish and Game Cominis- 
sion, 1909; and this House ie of the 
opinion that the Government in fail 
ing to take any action upon the re 
port of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion to protect and preserve the lake 


tisheries of the ,rovince has been dere | 


lict in’ its duty and has proven itsel! 
indifferent to the best interests of the 
people of this province.” 

Mr. Sinclair produced the report 
prepared by Kelly Evazs, 

As a means of assisting reproduction 
of the fish of the great bakes, Mr. 
Sinclair advocated the formation of a 
commiasion similar to the Hydro-Elec- 
tric Commission. to handle the indus- 
try, and claimed that only in this way 
could Government patronage be elim- 
inated. Other sucgestiotis ‘were closed 
seasons, more stringent license r 
lations, the formation of closed areas, 
the prohibition of the exportation to 
the United States of Ontario's fish and 
the installation of additiona! hateh- 
eries at numerous fishing: centres. 

Mr. Sinclgiz, denounced; the “‘tisi: 
trust,” and—declared that -it had 
strangled the industry by dictating 
prices to the fishermen and forcing 
them to agree to them. The insatiable 
demand of many American cities for 
fish had forced up the sale price, and 
the Ontario consamer could now get 
no supply unless fancy Prices were 
paid. The Government overseers, hr 
dettared, were politicians first and of- 
ficers second. ; 

In reply to My. Sinclair, Ron. Dr. 
Reaume gave a resume of the Gor- 
ernment’s connection with the fishing 
industry since it came into power in 
1903. Mr. Sinclair, he said. had tried 
to give the impression that the great 
lakes were becoming depleted, but « 
comparison of the catches of the dif 
ferent years refuted this, and con- 
clusively proved that the supply of 
fish was increasing. In 1909 the catch 
of white fish amounted to 4,000,000 
pounds, while in 1910 the catch was 
4,015,000. In 1910 the catch of white 
fish in the Lake of the Woods was 
687,000 pounds, and in 1911 it was 
761,000. pounds. 

Dr. Reaume spoke of the protection 
the Government was giving to the 
industry. In 1903 there was only one 
ship that was doing protection work 
Now. the Government had 20 boats at 
its disposal, and a dozen or more 
yachts “watching the waters from 
springtime until fall.” 

While the Minister admitted that 
the supply of fish was rather smaller 
than might be desired. he refuted the 
statement that Ontario fish were sold 
lo American cities ta the exclusion of 
the ple of Ontario, Whenever it 
was found that a fisherman wes in the 


f} habit of refusing to sell in the local 


market the Government immediately 
cancelled bis license. 

“My Kelly Evans,” saic R. R. Ga- 
mey:(Manitoglio), “may be an expert 
fisherman from the sportsman’s stand- 


point;.his. report is; not practicable. 
fhe difficulty is that the average man 
cnove pret ty, nothing of .commer- 
cial ing on the great lakes.” Hu 
pointed out that in 1902, when he was 
B candidate for. the House the fish 
overseer. for Manitoulin sat upon a 
Liberal platform and openly stated 
that if he were elected not one Cor 
servative, would be granted a-ticense. ’ 
The attempt to establish” that fish 
tulture. was a. matter altogether ap to 
the Federal authorities, Mr. Bowman 
said,, was trying to ‘raw a herrinz 
ccross ‘the trail.

Prison on March 21. She was serving 
a term of two months’ imprisonment

Immediately on her ‘incarceration 
she went on a hunger strike. Alter 
three days she was told she would be 
subjec toforcible feeding unles: 
she consented to take food voluntarily. 
She had made preparations, she says 
to throw things at the doctors, but 
when six women attendants entered 
nes could not bring herself to attack 

em. = 

The women seized her and forced 
her down on the bed. “‘After this,” 
says Miss Pankhurst, “the doctors 
came stealing. in. They hadn't the 
courage to stow theniselves until | 
was securely held.” 

Miss Pankhurst tried her hardest to 
keep her teeth clenched, but by the 
aid of a steel. instrament the doctors 
succeeded in prying her jaws spart, 
after causing her great suffering. A 
tube was then forced down her throat. 

“I was seized with severe nauseau,” 
she continues, “and after they had 
pulled, the tube out they left me on 
the bed, exhausted and shaking witn 
sobs. The same thing happened in 
the evening, but I was 100 tired to 


After two days of forcible feeding, 
the prisoner was ordered to solitary 
confinement for refusing food and waa 
deprived of books, The. forcible feed. 
ing continued daily.

The maintenance 
of the strongest navy at the decisive 
theatre is itself the main safezuaid 
for the peace and security of the 
whole British Empire. 

“We have also now and inthe im 
mediate future the power,. by makin: 
special arrangements, to send powerful 

uadrons to any part of the Empire 
which may. be locally threatened. It 
is evident, however, that were the 
pressure indecisive, and the theatre 
to Feta continually, our power to de- 
tach local reinforcements would grad- 
ually be diminished.

established the fact that there had 
been loss of life there. It wes said 
that at least twenty werd known 
dead, but that’ the total fatalities 
would not exceed twenty-five. 

Zanesville, is known to-be euffering 
from the flood, and telephane ad- 
vices from the, vicinity of that city 
ste to-day were that there was eight 
feet of water in front of the Court 
House in centre of city. With the 
exception of wagon rosds it was 
said :that it was impossible to get 
within twelve miles of the city. it 
is not definitely known that any lives 
are lost, though some reports sa 
one hundred and fifty were drowned, 
but buildings are known to have col- 
lapsed, and the property damage will 
be very heavy. 

Relief work .or the West Columbus 
sufferers continued unabated Urough- 
out the night and hundreds were taker 
from: their flooded. homes.

It may be that he cannot 
control that child, ‘but the theory is that he 
ought to control him, and if he fails to do so he 


is responsible to society for the results Which

LEAVE OUT PENDING CASES 


Mr. Guthrie Voices Sentiments of 
Legal Men fr Criticizing Alteration 
In Judiclal Machinery and Seeks 
te Have Retroactive Clause 
Stricken Out of the Federal 
Bil Confirming It. 


OTTAWA, Mareh 29,—The attend- 
ance in the House of Commons yes- 
terday was slim and the discussion 
desultory. Several topics were touch- 
ed upon.
